the doctrine of "condignity ;" but by such words 
as " may obtain," or " may be enabled to have;" 
not by any means witb a wish to ignore the fact, 
that it also Bometimes implies the being "fitted" 
to obtain, and aomotimes being "rewarded" with. 
This latter idea, when clearly distinguished from 
that of proper merit, we find in G-od'e language" 
both to Abraham and to the Apostles, and espress 
in prayer dnring the week preceding Adreat. 

One section of the volume ia devoted to Prayers 
for the exclusive use o? the Clergy, with the Latin 
originals in. moat casea prefixed.

Some of the CollectB or other prayera here pre- 
aented may also be found available for the purpoBea 
of Family Prayer. 

In the present Edition some inaccuracies have 
been corrected, and a considerable number of new 
prayera inserted, especially from the Leonine Sa- 
cramentary, and from tha glowing and pathetic 
fluppiications of the ancient Spanish Church. In 
the arrangement of the prayers, alao, some changes 
have been made with a view to greater facility in 
the use of the book. The " Prayers on the Incar- 
nation," as they were called in the first Edition, 
are now distributed according to the seasons of 
Advent, Christmas, Epiphany, Lent, Paasion-tide, 
Easter, Ascension, Whitsuntide; and the "Prayers 
for particular Graces" are assigned to the Trinity 
season, in conformity to the general character of 
the Church Collects for that period. But as 
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prayers of the latter class can never be inappro- 
priate, ao those of the former may, for tKe moat 
part, he useful ia carrying out, through the whole 
CBristiaa year, the principle which would "teach 
aud train men," as an accomplished writer on Li- 
turgical suhjects has expressed it % " to base their 
prayer and to build up their life upon the Articles 
of the Creed." Most precious is that principle 
amid the darkening sladows of the great contro- 
versy between Faith and Unbelief — amid the 
deepening intensity of that heart- searching process 
which presents to each one of us tlie Person of 
Jesua Chriat, our Master and only Saviour, very 
God and very Man, and propounds the question, 
" Will ye also go away i" If we would give the 
Apostle's answer, we must remember that our reli- 
gion is one and indivisible; that to separate the 
morals from the mysteries, the practical element, 
as it is called, from the element of supernatural 
fact and of pure doctrine, is simply to destroy 
the whole fabric'. The former, iu truth, depends 
upon the latter ; in the Creed of eighteen centuries

fold graces laid up for ua in the Mediatorial work

It ia in His liaud, Whoae are all the good words 
of His ancient servants, to cause them, however 
poorly rendered, to " bring forth more fruit in 
their age," and miniater to the iucreaee of a living 
faith in Hia Incarnation among those for whom He 
died, — for whom He lives.

Who purifiest the eavern of man'a heart from 
vices, and makest it whiter than the snow ; beatow 
on us Thy compassiona ; renew in our inward parts, 
we pray Thee, Thy Holy Spirit, by Whom we may 
be able to show forth Thy praise ; that being 
atrengthened by tlie righteous and princely Spirit, 
we may attain a place in the heavenly Jerusalem ;

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terrifies. We plead guilty before Thee, Lord ; 
spare us, because Thou art kind. We kaow that 
uolesa Thou pardon. Thou mayest justly punish ua. 
But with Thee is great mercy, and overflowing readi- 
ness to forgive. Let Thy lo Ting-kindness, from 
which we hope everything, not impute to us that 
wherein we have offended, but look upon that which 
we ask'. 

OGOD, Who deairest not the death, but tbe 
repentance of ainnera, reject not from Thy 
tender love my wretched self, a frail aianer ; nor 
look to my sins and crimes, and my unclean and 
base tlioughts, whereby I am wofully disunited 
from Thy will ; but look Thou to Thine own 
mercy'.

It is mine, 
if Thou abalt vouchsafe it, to weep for my sins ; it 
is Thine to efface them speedily, as a cloud. I 
beaeech Thee, Lord, to forget my sins, and to 
remember Thy mercies. O Christ, epare rae, pity 
me, not according to my deserts, but according to 
Thy mercy. Do not despise me a sinner. Do not 
cast me away, but receive me according to Thy 
word, that I may live, and not be disappointed of 
my hope.

But let the rebukes 
which I have administered in censure of others 
conduce to their salvation ; and let the pleading of 
this prayer recall them from the error they have 
committed, that they may not endure the torments 
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of hell : — BO that Thou mayeat vouchBafe pardon to 
their iniquitiea, and Taah uway the offence of which 
I have become guilty by my own unfitnees to bear 
rule. Incline Thine enr, O God, to our aaciifices, 
and write me, and those who are committed to me, 
in Thy books ; whereby, together with the flock en- 
trusted to me, I may both be cleansed from all ein, 
and be enabled to attain to Thee in peace, 
"pESPICE de ckIo, Chriate, super gregem et 
J-l' agnos Tuos, — et benedic corpora et animaa 
eorum.— Qui aignuin Tuum, Chriate, in (rontibua 
eorum accepenint, Tuoa esse concedas Id die 
judicii*.

THE COLLECTS IN THE PRAYER-BOOK. 

IT may be well to add to tlie above Beries of 
trauslatiooB a few reuarke on the subject of 
CollectB in general, and, in particular, of those 
which form so important an element in the English 
Ritual. 

It would be eaaj to dr&w up a series of eX' 
tracts from various writers, bearing witness to the 
majesty and the preciousness of our Anglican CoL 
lects. In such a catena, the popular historian who 
has spoken of the " beautii'ul Collects, which have 
soothed the griefs of forty generations of Chris- 
tiana," and who has pointed a quiet sarcasm at the 
Commissioners of 1689, for their tasteless resolu- 
tion that Patrick should make the Collects longer, 
by way of making them more affecting, would be 
united with Bishop Sanderson, who pronounced 
them to be "the uiost passionate, proper, and most 
elegant comprehensive espressious that any lan- 
guage ever afforded ;" with the gifted Irish layman, 
who said that for 1200 years they had been as the 
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manna in the wilderness to devout Bpirits, and 
were, next to Scripture itself, the clearest stand- 
ards whereby genuine piety might be discerned ; and 
with divines of our own day, who dwell on the 
stores of eiact theology which are laid up in the 
Collects, and on their power to deliver our worship 
from in coherency, and to sustain it with " strong 
and satisfying views" of the Divine love'. 

It is, indeed, this wonderful blending of strength 
and sweetness in the Collects, which has called forth 
so much lore and admiration, and has made them 
such a bond of union for pious minds of different 
times and countries ; even as the same imagery, in 
regard to their effect, naturally occura to a bishop 
of Treves in the sixth century, and to an Anglican 
poet in the nineteenth. Martene *' quotes the words 
of S. Nicetius, — " et psalmis delectamur, et orati- 
onibua irngamur ;" and the author of the " Cathe- 
dral" likens the thoughts which the Sunday Collect 
brings to — 

'■hfnlthfnl founU in Elim Breen, 

Nor is it a small advantage which the Collect- 
type of prayer securea to any community that 
adopts it, that it answers tlie end which, as Hooker, 
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quoting S. Augustine, tells us, the Egyptian monks 
proposed to tbemselves — namely, to preserve *' that 
vigilant and erect attention of mind, which in 
prayer is very necessary, from being wasted or 
dulled through continuance, if their prayers were 
few or long :*' for which purpose,— or, as Cassian 
expressed it, '' both to solicit God more earnestly 
by frequent addresses, and to avoid the temptations 
of Satan drawing them into lassitude and weari- 
ness," — ^they resolved that their prayers should be 
many and brief, like darts cast forth with energy °. 
This is doubtless chiefly realized by preces and 
ejaculations; but also to a considerable extent 
by Collects, especially when compared with such 
wordy effusions as exist in Knox*s '^ Book of Com- 
mon Order." 

Thus it is that many persons, not by any means 
predisposed in favour of ancient formularies, will 
often be attracted (if they are free from Puritanic 
prejudice) by prayers which say so much in saying 
so little ; which address the Most High with such 
adoring awe, and utter man*s needs with such pro- 
found pathos, yet with such a calm intensity — ^as- 
sailing '' Heaven's door/' as our great Church poet 
says^ with the " forceful knocking" of determined 
faith ; which are perpetually insisting on the abso-

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hite neceasitj of Grace, ihe Fatherly tenderness of 
God, the miglit of tbe aQ-pieniling Same ; which 
ue nerer vnk, nerer dQoted, never drawling, 
nerer 31-arTXDged, norer k proroGstioa to listless- 
□£99 ; Kbich exhi!rit an eiqui^ite skill of aotitbeds, 
and • rhythmical harmony which the eac is loth to 
lose. They do indeed adapt themselves, as Mr. 
Maurice expresses it, " with a mftrvelloos fieiibility, 
toftll the different conditions of the human spirit;" 
and thus admit of a rich variety of construction, 
«Dbject to a general law of threefold dirision, which 
Mr. Freeman has well stated ' : — 

1. Introduction. — Invocation of God's Namei 
often, but cot always, including a comme- 
moration of one of His attributes, or of one 
of His actions. 

2. Main part, — Petition for some boon, often, 
but not always, accompanied by a statement 
of tbe good to b« expected from such boon. 

3. Concluaion.- — Gflory given to God, or af&ance 
in Christ, or both together. 

The petition is often twofold : as in the Four- 
teenth Collect after Trinity, which is one of the 
oldest wo have, and in which are two distinct sen- 
tences of supplication; or in the Third after Easier, 
which is of the same date, and has one supplication 
branching out into two clauses. In aome cases, as

in the First after Trinity, the petition 
\)j a stnteraent of tlie need wliicli escitea it. So, 
too, the statement of the good result is often richly 
amplified; as in the Fourth after Eaater, and tiie 
Fourth after Trinity, and that heautiful Collect for 
the Annunciation, which waa so manifestly intended 
to keep Lenten thoughts and the coming joys of 
Easter in combinatiou ivitli the gratitude for God's 
first assumption of our fiesh. 

The general rule is, that a Collect ia addressed 
to God the Father. Pope Benedict SIV. quotes 
Cardinal Boua'a statement, that only a few Collects 
are espi^asly offered to the Son, and none to the 
Holy Spirit'; partly becauae the Buchariatic wor- 
ship has regard to the Sacrifice offered to the 
Father by the Son. It is observable that the Col- 
lect for tho Fourth Sunday in Advent, which in the 
Gelasian Sacramentary addreseea the Father, in the 
Gregorian is more happily transferred to the Son ; 
in our version it has resumed its old form. And 
now the three Collects which in our Prayer-hook ad- 
dress the Son are — 8. Stephen's, originally addressed 
to the Father; Third in Advent, and First in Lent, 
which were composed respectively in 1661 and 
1549, It is strange that when the revisers took up 

' In lie Mozarabic rilo eome CollmtB are addrcMcd In tbp l[olj SpiiiL 
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the old Vesper Antiplion of the Ascension, which 
flon'ed from the dying lips of Bede e, and turned it 
into a Collect for the Sunday after Ascension, they 
should not have retained its ancient character as an 
appeal to the Son, the ascended King of glory. 
The Trinity Collect, in its oldest forin, was an ad- 
dress to the Father, through our Lord ; but Mr. 
Maskell" says that the mediieval Eaglish Church 
used it as a prayer to the whole Trinity. 

The question of the etymology of the " Collect" 
} produced a variety of theories. "We may derive 
it (1) from the circumstances of those who use the 
prayer, or else (2) from something in the nature of 
the prayer itself- In the former case, it may be de- 
rived from the collecta, or " asaemhly for worship," 
(Mr. FreemaQ would say, for nore-euchariatie wor- 
ship,) as Alcuiu thought, and as is implied in an 
old book of devotioa cited by Mr. Maakell, "The 
Mirrour of Our Lady," which explained a Collect to 
I prayer of persons who are gathered together 
in unity, as representing Holy Church ; or it may 
be traced to the eolleetedness and concentration of 
mind required in the worshippers. Both these 
■ mentioned by Pope Benedict XIV, and 
by Gavanti ', 
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In the latter case, there are two niaio views : — 
Tint, that which considers the Collect as a con- 
densed form of certain Scrij>tural teaching, — the 
substance of a certain qunntity of God's "Word. 
And this theory is often more precisely stated, by 
the derivation of tlie word '' Collect" from the cir- 
cura stance til at id many cases it is the quintessence 
if the practical lessons deducible from the Epistle 
and Gospel for tiie day, Wheatly prefers this 
view for the Communion Collect ; and Mr. Freeman 
bas made it very attractive, by his learned and 
skilful advocacy^. The oratio, as said at the Holy 
Communion, and aa transfened iuto the Morning 
Office, be explains ou tbia principle; not so, of 
course, any other use of the oratio or Collect. 
The Dean of Westminster, in his " Study of 
"Words," adopts this view ; and similarly in his 
"Star of the Wise Men," he describes the word 
as meaning a collection of the Church's thoughtB 
in regard to the day '. 

Secondly, that which considers the thing col- 
lected to be prater. Pope Benedict gives this aa 
the first of three views which be mentions : — " Quia 
sacerdos, qui veluti mediator est inter Deum et 
homilies, vota omnium colligit." "In that one 
prayer," says Mr. Maskeil, " m«ny were collected

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together^" It ia not at all neceaaary, in support 
of this view, to maintain — what would not be borne 
out by the Leonine Sacraraentary — that the oldest 
rituals prescribe only one Misaal Collect; although 
it may be, that where more than one are appointed, 
yet one of them b (he Collect par excellence. But 
if there were two or three, each might be eaid to 
gather up and consolidate, in a few words, the de- 
votional aspirations of the people. It is singular 
that in the ancient ritea of S. John Lateran no 
Collect at all, save the Lord's Prayer, was ordina- 
rily said at Matins and Vespers; the "mother 
and head" of "Western Churches being supposed 
to assert its own pre-eminence by this adherence to 
'' the sum of all prayer," But even in its Daily 
Office there were some Collects which were aatd 
by the Pope, or by any of " his seven collateral 
Bishops i" and its Eucharistic practice did not 
differ in regard to Collects from that of other 
Churclies", although it was supposed to have done 
so by Durandua, Pope Benedict, and Martene. 

There ia a special application of the view now 
before na to the Collect as said at the end of the 
Daily Offices. After the main portion of the aer- 
vice was over, it was usual for the chief of the

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clergy present, if tLere were more than one, or for 
the miniBter ofSciating, in otter eases, to "collect 
the prayer," colligere orattonem; that ia, to offer 
a short prayer hy which tlie previoua worship was 
summed up and recommended to God. "With this, 
in many cases, the office of that hour concluded. 
Bishop Sparrow, Bingham, and Liugard lay stress 
on this fact". But it cannot he taken as explain- 
ing aU the phenomena of the Collect ; for, not to 
say that the Communion Collect does not eome 
at the end of a eeriea of devotions, these oraliones 
volleciCt or collectiB simply, were in some monastic 
rules offered hefore the concluding part of the 
service; S, Ctesarius of Aries hade his monlie to 
insert them between the Lessons ; and they were 
sometimes said at the end of the Psalms ". If, then, 
we determine to adopt the etymology of the gather- 
ing up of prater as the general account of the 
Collect, (instead of referring one kind of Collect 
to this origin, another to that, which does, indeed, 
present a difijculty,) we must forbear to dwell on 
the use of such a prayer at the end of a service, and 
must say generally tl)at it is an oratio, as it was 
usually called in Eome and Spain,-— an orison, to 
use the old Englisli term, — in which many elements 
of supplication meet, and many devout thoughts

present tbemselTea. In this senBBwe might borrow 
the language of a beautiful pnssage ia Mr. Free- 
maa's book, and speak of the 'Weat as "compre- 
hending all the spiritual needs of man in Oolleett 
of matehless profundity'. ^' 

And doubtlcsa the Collect- form, as we bave it, 
is Western in every feature; in that "unity of 
Hcntiment and severity of style" which Lord MJtc- 
aulayi has admired; in its Eoman brevity and 
majestic concieeneas, its freedom from all luxuriant 
ornament and all inflation of phraseology. It has 
a truly iCustrious Boman parentage; its inventor, 
Mr. Freeman says, was S. Leo ', emphatically and 
justly named the Great, who held the first see of 
Christendom from 440 to 461, Of him it may be 
said, even by those -who cannot shut their eyea 
"to his ambition and love of dumination'," that 
although by human weakneaa he was led to grasp 
at excessive authority, and, ao iar, left an evil 
example to his succeBSors, yet by faith he con- 
fronted Attila and Genseric with a dignity which 
compelled their reverence; by faith lie ao pro- 
claimed the One Clirist in Two Natures as well- 
nigh to justify the famous acclamation, " Peter 
hath spoken by Leo;" by faith he stood forth as 
tlie first great Homau preacher, in sermons full

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of Christ; by faith he maintained religion "on 
the throne of Rome alone, of all the greater sees, 
in ita majesty, ita sanctity, its piety*." 

Taliiug, then, the view that Leo waa the main 
constructor of the Collect-type of prayers, we may 
consider to what extent our present aeriea of 
Church Collects is indehted to his compositions. 
T!ie fragment of a Sncraiiientary, attributed to

The Sacrameotary ascribed to S. Gelasiua, Biahop 
of Eome from 492 to 49G, was published at Rome, 
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in 1680, by Tliomasius, afterwards Cardinal, from 
nnniiscript beloiigiug to tlie Queeu of Sweden, 
which had been seen ty Morinua and Bona. Mura- 
tori entertains no doubt tbat it is Bubstantially the 
work of Gelasius. although (like the Gregorian Sa- 
cramentarj) ita teit contains additions of later 
times. It is known that this Pontiff wrote CollectB 
and Prefaces, (ho is also said to have composed 
Jiymna in tlie Ambrosian manner,) and it may be 
safely affirmed that he digested the existing c 
lection of Communion Collects, Prefaces, and other 
prayers, — not, of course, including the order of the 
daily offices, — into a new system, adding much that 
was original. It is interesting to regard Gelasius 
OD this devotional side of his character, since vce 
know from other evidence what he was as a theolo- 
gian and a Church ruler r bow zealous against Nes- 
torians and Monophysitea ; how emphatic in main- 
taining the Keal Presence, togetlier with the per- 
manence of the nature of the Bread and "Wine"; 
how earnest against the "sociilegioua division of 
that Mystery," by those "who tool: a portion of 
the sacred Body, and abstained from the Blood of 
the sacred Cup'';" how abhorrent ofthe" execrable"

dent set by him and by 8. Gregory, took great free- 
dom in developing the old prayers, often with very 
good effect,) the following Collects.

It vaa similarly used by S. Qregory. It was 
appended to the Barum Litany, and also became 
the Collect of the " ilemorial" for Peace, the An- 
tiphon of which we still retain in the form of a 
Terse and response, " Gire peace in our time*," &c. 
In the Elizabethan Primer of 1559 we find a more 
literal rendering of it than the one which we now 
use. Nor can we wonder at the deep hold which 
it Las taken through bo many ages on the heart of 
the English Church ; for surely no prayer could 
more inipressively set forth the truth, that only in 
doing God's work can we enjoy His peace^that 
the gift which the world can neither give nor take 
away is for those who know Him as the Fountain 
of good counsels and just works. 

3. Evening Collect for Aid against all Perils: 
among the Gelasian Vesper Collects. Mur. i. 745 : — 

"lilumina, quffisumua, Domine, teuebras noa-

Mr. Freeman traces it to a prayer-liie hymn of 
the Eastern Compline, which prajB for light and 
for deliverance from snarea.

This occurs 
In two forma ; as a Collect foT a Mass in a Monas- 
tery, and as a Collect for a blessing oa any parti- 
cular household.

In the Gregorian it is a Collect " for an abbat or 
for his congregation," and tliey are named in it 
accordingly. In the EuglisEi Church it became 
definitely a prayer for Bishops, Tliua in the end 
of the Barum Litany ; tho reading there being, 
"super famulos Tuos Pontifices et super cunctas 
congregationea illls commisaas ;" — in the Use of 
York it prayed, " send down on Thy servant our 
Arcbbiahop," &c. "Curates" or pariah priests 
were first named in the prayer when it waa inaerted 
in the Litany of 1544. The Latin Prayer-book of 
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1560 kept the reading of the Sarum Litany. The 
Scotch Prayer-book called it a prayer for " the holy 
Clergy," aad named Presbyters between Bishops 
and Curates. Various propoaaJa have been made* 
to alter the phrase "Who alone workest great 
mar\-ol3 ; " and in the American Prayer-book it is 
changed into " from Whom cometh every good and 
perfect gift."

This prayer, aa Mr. Palmer observes, "is pro- 
bably much more ancient" than tiie time of Qela- 
aiua'.

These words are, 
"may he fulfilled with Thy grace and heavenly 
benediction," " not weighing our merits, hut par- 
doning our offences," "by Whom andwithWht 
Ac. " Omni heaedictione ccelesti et gratia replea- 
mur; — nou lestimator meriti, aed venife, quceaumus 
largitor.~Per Ipsum et cuoi Ipso. ..est Tibi Deo 
Patri Omnipoteuti in unitata Sp. Sancti omnia 
honor et gloria," &c. 

About a hundred years after Glelasius, Gregory 
the Great sat on the throne of Rome, a.b. 590 — 
604. His Sacramentary, so deeply reverenced 
and widely adopted in the West, and often bound 
in gold, silver, and ivory, was compiled on the 
principle of condensiug and shortening tbe Gela- 
sian work. The biographer of Gregory, John the 
Deacon, in the second chapter of the second book 
of his Life, says that he withdrew many things from 
the Gelasian hooks, altered a few, and added some, 
and made one book instead of three. One instance 
of abbreviation was in the reduction of the Collects 
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at Mnaa from five or sis to three only" ; and it 
ia also believed tbat lie introduced a change into 
the practice as to Prefacea^fiiing a small number 
instead of a great variety. This Sacramentary has 
been edited by Pamelius, Hooca, Hugh Menard, 
(wliom the IJenedictinea follow,) and Muratori. 
A perfectly pure text cannot, Muratori thinks, be 
hoped for ; he prefers Pamelius' test to Menard's ; 
hut he adopts, in hia edition, the Vatican manu- 
script, instead of that of the monastery of S.Eligius, 
which had been followed by Menard and the 
Benedictines. In tJie Sacrameutary, as he has 
edited it, we find the original sowrees of the fol- 
lowing Collecta.

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magnitudo Tuse pietatis absolvat." It was at tha 
end of ihepreces in tLe Sarum Litany, and also ap- 
peared in the Litany of 1544, TJnder Edward VI, 
it was not used, but it re-appeared in the Book of 
1559. The criticism passed upon this prayer by 
the Commissioners of 1689 is worth remembering 
for its stupidity : " full of strange and impertinent 
expressions, and, besides, not in the original, but 
foisted in since by another hand^." 

31. " Preyent us, Lord." Por Ember Satur- 
day in Lent, Mur. ii. 34 ; Men. p. 41. It may be 
cMmpared with the Easter Collect : — ■ 

■' Actiones nostras, quassum m, Domine, et adapi- 
rando prtevetii, et adjuTacdo prosequere ; ut cuncta 
nostra operatio a Te semper incipiat, et per Te 
coepta finiatur.

It became a favourite Collect for use before and 
after the Celebration: thus in the rites of York 
and Hereford it was said before the " Confiteor i." 

32. " Almighty and immortal God," in the Bap- 
tismal Office. This prayer ia appointed to be said 
over a male catechumen in tlie Gregorian rites of 
Holy Saturday, Mur, ii. 155. It thus came into 
the Sai-um Order for Makiug a Catechumen, Mas- 
keU, p. 7. 
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33. The first sentence of the first Collect at 
Burial ia substantially Gregorian, Mur. ii. 216'. 

There are Beveral other Coliecta which appear in 
Menard'B edilion, but are excluded, or placed in 
an appendix, by Muratori. A short form of our 
Third Morning Collect, the germs of which we have 
already seen in a Gelaaian one, ("We give Tbee 
thanks, holy Lord," Ac.) ia inserted by Menard 
on the authority of one MS. : —

The Collect came into general uae at the OfBce 
of Prime; but ifc assumed different forma in tha 
Roman and English offices.

Our glorious Collect for Trinity Sunday is given 
by Menard ibr the Octave of Penteeoat; Muratori 
exhibita it as part of " an addition to tlie Othobon 
Codex." The present English Tcrsion, unfortu- 
lately, somewhat obacures the thought of the 
original, " ut ejnsdem Fidei firmitate ab omnibus 
semper niuninmiir advereis," i.e. that by stedfast- 
18 in this Faith we are to be safe from evil, — that 
I- Creed ia to be the shield of our life. This 
grand thought waa manifest in the Collect until 
the revision of 1661 '. 

Tho " Collect for Purity," as we commonly call 
it, is similarly placed by Muratori, ii. 383, as 
belonging to a Mass of the Holy Spirit. It begins, 
"Deus Cul omne cor patet, et omnia voluntas 
loquitur." In tlie Samm Ordinary of the Mass, it 
was the firat Collect aaid by tlie priest, beibre the 
" Introibo ad altare." This explains the position 
which it has held in our reformed Liturgy ainca 
1549. It waa alao aaid at the end of the York 



The Collect for S. Paul's Converaion is developed 
firamone given by Menard, p. 22. Another, similar 
to it in tlie first seutenee, is given by Muratori 
for the " Natale S. Pauli" on Jnne 30. The Collect 
for S. BBrtholomew ta derived, as to its second part, 
from one which appears in Menard, p. 125. The 
Collect, " O Almighty Lord and everlasting God," 
is not quite identical with one given by Menard, 
p. 213, but ocoura at the end of the Sarmn Prime, 
in a Bhorter form than that now exhibited in the 
Horn an Breviary. 

It was natural that England should receive the 
Gregorian Sucramentary sooner than " any other 
country beyond the Eoman patriarchate'; " for it 
was the Com ni union-book of him whom the best of 
the Anglo-SaxouB, as Hede and Archbifihop Egbert 
ofTork", were wont to call their master and apostle; 
who waa formally styled "our Father," elearij in 
an emphatic sense, by that Council of Cloveshoo, 
in 747, which alludes to the ritual of the Church, of 
Some'. Mr. Freemaa thinks that S.Augustine of 
Canterbury, acting on S. Gregory's wise advice, — to 
adopt any good elements of ritual which he could 
find in various Churches ', — brought into England 
the Galilean Daily Office ; but he adds that, at the 
Game time, he introduced the Soman Communion 
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OiEce*; and tills fact is undoubted, althougli it is 
very probable, as Liagard eajs, that be borrowed 
from tbe i'reneb Eucliaristic rite tbe custom of a 
solemn episcopal beDediction, divided into three op 
more seutences, given juat after the breaking of the 
Blessed Sacrament. Tliis custom vaa not practised 
by Gregory the Great', thongli many such benedic- 
tions were circulated under his name ; and part of 
one of these appears to have suggested our Circum- 
cision Collect. 

8ome other parts of out present Liturgy are 
token from Collects which the Church of England 
used in the Middle Ages, but which are not found 
in the Gregorian or preceding Sacramentariea. 
I may adduce the prayer in the Litany, " O God, 
merciful Father," which belonged to the Sarum 
Mass " for tribulation of heart '','* and is also found 
in tiie Missal published by Illyricus ; several parts 
of the prayers of Matrimony, as, " God of Abra- 
ham," &c., and portions also of two Visitation 
Collects. 

The ancient Collects whicb we still use might be 
divided into two classes : — 

1. Those in which there has been no real altera- 
tion, but only, at the most, the addition of wordti

vfliich may be said to bo impliod in the origi 
as " good, great, holy, bearty, mighty, true, only, 
evil, grace, help, tender love, graciously, con^ 
tinually;" the omission of like words, as "kind- 
nesa, heavenly ; " or the gubslitution of one equi- 
Talent phrase for another, as of " true" for " wor- 
thy," or " cheerfully " for " with free minds ;" the 
sense, in these cases, remaining as it was. To this 
class belong the Third Morning and Second Even- 
ing Collect, and those for Epiphany, Firat and 
Second Sundays after Epiphany, Septuageaima, 
Third, Pourtii, Fifth and Sixth in Lent ; Good 
TrJday, first and second; Easter-day, Third and 
Fifth after Easter; Ascension Day; Whit-Sun- 
day ; Trinity, First, Third, Fifth, Teutli, Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, Siiteenth, Seventeenth, Twen- 
tieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth 
after Trinity ; Purification, Annunciation, S. Mi- 
chael ; and perhaps two or three more. 

2. Those in which a real alteration has taken 
place; either by important addition, as of the 
words, " Who art always more ready to hear than 
we to pray;" "race set before ua;" "light ofThy 
truth ;" " hast ordained strength," &c. ; " assault 
and hurt the soul ;" " keep us, we beseech Tbee," 
&c, ; "the way of Tliy commandments;" "may 
so faithfully serve Thee;" "may show forth our 
thankfulness;" and the larger part of the Col- 
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lect for S. Stephen; with some other passages. 
Or by important omission^ as of (loving Thee) 
"*;j all things." Or by important substitution, 
as of " Whose service is perfect freedom " for 
"Whom to serve is to reign;" "perils and dan- 
gers'* for " snares ;** "in Thy true religion" or 
"in continual godliness," for "with continual 
kindness;" "as may support us in all dangers," 
&c., for " that by Thy help we may overcome 
the things which we suffer for our sins ;" " AVho 
alone canst order the unruly wills and affections 
of sinful men," for " Who makest the minds of 
faithful men to be of one will ^ ;" " through things 
temporal," for " through temporal good," &c. ; 
" nourish us with all goodness," for " nourish 
what is good ;" " who cannot do anything that 
is good without Thee," for " who cannot exist 
without Thee;" "temptations of the world, the 
flesh, and the devil," for " infections of the devil ;" 
" Thy Holy Spirit," for " Thy merciful working ;" 
"Who didst give to Thine Apostle Bartholomew 
grace," &c., for " Who hast given us the vener- 
able and holy joy of this day in the festival of the 
blessed Bartholomew," &c. Other changes might 
be named ; two have been referred to already, 
as substituting a reference to God's glory and 
protection for the patronage and protection of 

>> A change which, like many others, dates from 1661. 
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Saiuts. Among the many collects which belong 
to this class, may be uanied the Second Morn- 
ing Collect, the Third for Evening, and those for 
Fourth in Advent, S. John tbe Evangelist, la- 
noeents, Fiftb after Epiphany, Sexagesima, Second 
in Lent, Fourth after Trinity, Second, Sixth, Ninth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Eighteenth, Nine- 
teenth, Twenty-second after Trinity, Conversion of 
S. Paul, 8. Bartholomew. 

One other point in regard to this goodly heritage 
of our fathers may be mentioned — the influence 
which it has exerted over those who have been em- 
ployed to make new Collects. These Collects are 
new, and yet not new; tliey may be iesa concise 
and nervous tlian the work of Gelasiua op of Gre- 
gory, but they are instinct with the same spirit, 
and seem likely to eihibit the same imperishable 
freahnosa and vitality. The wen wlio could frame 
our Collects for Christmaa Day and Eaater Even, 
for the Sixth Sunday after Epiphauy and for All 
Saints, had profited well by their familiarity with 
the majestic forms which they were called upon to 
imitate. It was but natural for them to retain the 
ecclesiastical language, for they knew how to v^ae 
and hold fust the precious gift of ecclesiaatieul con- 
tinuity. Their compositiona may be thus arranged 
in order of time : — 

1. In 1549; First and Second in Advent, Clirist- 
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mas Day, Circumciaion, Qiiinquageaima, Ash Wed- 
nesday, First in Lent, Third for Good Friday, 
First and Second after Easter, and those Saint's- 
day Colkcts wliich have not been already referred 
to Latia originals, excepting S. Andrew ; the pre- 
Bent form of " We humbly beseech Thee ;" the two 
Coramumon Collects for the Eiog ; the CoUeet of 
Humble Access; the present second Post-Com- 
munion prayer"; the tliird, fifth, and sisth of the 
six Collects appended to the Communion Office; 
the Collects for Eain and Fair Weather ; the ori- 
ginal form of the second Ember Collect ; the first 
Baptismal Collect''; the original form of the prayer 
for sacctification of the water ; the secood Con- 
firmation Collect (which Mr. Palmer, without suffi. 
dent reason, identifies with a prayer of Archbishop 
Egbert ' ;) portions of Visitation Collects ; the 
Communion Collect of the Sick ; the Burial Col- 
lect properly so called, (appointed, in 1649, for 
a Celebration at Burials) ; the Churching Collect ; 
the second Conimination Collect; the Collects of 
the Ordinal. 

2. In 1552 ; S. Audrew, the two Collects in time 
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of Dearth, Collect in time of "War, in time of 
Plague; the Baptismal Thanksgiving, ""We yield 
Thee hearty thankB';" the present form (on the 
■whole) of the first prayer at Burial. 

3. In 1559; the prayer for the Queen's Majesty, 
which had already appeared in authorized booka of 
devotion, 

4. Inl604; tbe Collect for the Eoyal Family, the 
Thanlisgivinga for Knin, Tair Weather, DeliTerance 
from Enemiee, Deliverance from Plague. 

5. In 16C1 ; Third Sunday in Advent; the main 
part of Collect for S. Stephen ; Slsth Sunday 
after Epiphany, Easter Even, (based on one in the 
Scotch Prayer-book of 1636,) first Ember Collect, 
Prayer for Parliament, (previously in occasional 
forms of Prayer, 1625 and 1628.) Prayer for all 
Conditions, General Thanksgiving, Thanksgiving 
for restoring Public Peace, Prayers for a sick 
child, for a sick person not likely to recover, the 
Commendatory Prayer, and that for persons trou- 
bled in mind, with those for use at Sea; and parts 
of other Collects. 

It only remains to classify our Liturgical Col- 
lects according to the various spiritual needs of
